Refreshes Memory 


The senator said he hoped his 


statement "will refresh Mr, Nu- 
nan's recollection, but if he per- 
sists in his denials, I shall feel 
obliged to follow through and ask 
him to tell some 
congressional 


committee under oath what he 
does recall of it." 


The Delaware Republican, who 


helped start last year's congres- 
sional investigation of tax scan- 
dals, told his colleagues yesterday 
that the brewing company got a 
535,000 tax rebate after settling 
for $4,500 a $636,000 claim for 
back excess profits taxes. 


Nunan, who resigned as commis- 


sioner of internal revcncu on June 
30, 1947, said in New York he had 
never represented the Indianapolis 
brewing company. 


Denies Connection 


"I never spoke to anyone on the 


company's behalf," he said. 
"I 


never received a fee from the com- 
pany. 
• Asserting that he had no recol- 
lection of ever having signed an 
application for a waiver of Inter- 
nal revenue bureau rules, so that 
he could represent the company, 
he said he "would like to sec that 
waiver." Nunan now is a private 
attorney. 


Williams immediately produced 


for reporters a photo copy of a 
waiver he said he had received 
from. John Graves, chairman of 
the committee on practices in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 


Produces Waiver 


The waiver, dated March 28, 


1949, and notarized, said Nunan 
was applying for permission to ap- 
pear before treasury officials "to 
represent Indianapolis ^ Brewing 
company of Indianapolis', Ind., in 
connection with federal income and 
excess profit taxes for the period 
Of years 1844, 1945 and 1946, to 
which I gave no personal consid-

, WASHINGTON—(AP)—Lawmakers studying President Truman's 


$85,444,000,000 budget applauded today a demand by Senator Byrd 
(D-Va) that it be cut by nearly nine billion dollars. 


Some members of the senate ap- 


propriations committee expressed 
doubt 
Byrd's 
goal 
could 
be 


achieved, but the idea of a sub- 
stantial reduction won an election- 
year endorsement. 


Byrd, a leading economy advo- 


cate, made public last night a de- 
tailed analysis and a proposed 
downward revision of the Truman 
budget for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 


Still Deficit 


"The Byrd Budget," as he de- 


scribed it, calls for -spending of 
$76,800,000.000 or $8,600,000,000 
less than Truman proposed. 


Even the cut would not balance 


the administration budget, which 
contemplates a deficit of $14,400,- 
000,000. Byrd's version would mean 
'red ink spending of $5,800,000.000. 


He said If the president and his 


administrators wanted to 
they 


could cut enough more to "achieve 
a. balanced budget whilo reaching 


the same degree of (military) pre- 
paredness and providing for all 
other essential functions." 


His proposals included: 


Wipe Out EGA 


Wiping out entirely a proposed 


2% billion dollars in economic aid 
abroad, saying an continuing need 
in that field would be met by 
"overlapping" military assistance 
to friendly foreign nations. Such 
military aid, Byrd said, should 
total 
$7.900.000.000 
instead of 


eight billion dollars «s requested 
by the president. 


Cutting $2,700,000,000 from a 


total of 52'^ billion dollars he list- 
ed in the president's budget -for 
this country's military program. 
He said $1,260,000,000 could be 
saved in salaries and overhead in 
the armed services. 


Slice three billion dollars trom 


the $10.600.000,000 the administra- 
tion wants to spend on various do- 
mestic civilian programi.

He placed the major share of the

the state teachers' retirement sys- 
tem, explain the retirement pro- 
gram. 


Dr. Klotscne placed, the blame 


for deteriorating human relations 
upon.our inability to keep stride 
with " the "nation'a" scie'ntific * ad- 
vancement. He said that the world, 
through modern developments, has 
become one large community and 
that each- country as well ns In- 
dividuals at the school level must 
be dealt with differently. 


"Unt Be Recognized' 
, 


Individuality, the speaker em- 


phasized must be recognized. 


To improve human relations, he 


offered three levels at which the 
teachers can play an important 
role. They arc: (1) in the schools 
themselves, (2) In the community, 
(3) and as citizens on the broad 
international setting. 


In the schools, said Dr. Klotschp, 


teachers are obtaining children at 
their most important age. Here 
the child should be taught the 
"value of variety." 


"By recognizing each child as

Meat for 1952 


Increased meat production is imperative if consumers 


are to be provided with their normal requirements. But the 
extent of the increase will depend almost entirely on whether 
livestock growers can see any incentive to produc and mar- 
ket under conditions imposed by government regulations. 


That is the conclusion of the chairman of the board of 


the American Meat Institute, an organization which repre- 
sents meat packing concerns -throughout the nation. It was 
made in a summary of last year's experience in the meat in- 
dustry and the prospects for the future. 


*

In 1951, consumer disposable income ran about 9 per' 


cent above 1950- Demand for meat was very strong, and 
the purchasing power was there to sustain it. Yet the aver- 
' age American actually ate three pounds less meat in the year 
tha't just ended than in either 1950 or 1949. Production of 
lamb and mutton went down 17 per cent, to hit a 33-year low. 
While prospects for a moderate increase in beef production 
were favorable as 1951 began, threats of price rollbacks and 
imposition of controls so disrupted marketings that the sup- 
ply dropped 8 per cent. The sole increase in meat supplies 
was in pork. 
• • • 


The outlook for the current year is good. Supplies can 


be expected to increase about three or four pounds per per- 
son. However, there is one big "if" in this forecast. That 
increase can take place if, and only if, OPS regulations and 
policies do not curtail marketings and disrupt distribution 
too severely. 


In other words, we have a meat industry which is eager 


to provide us with more meat and is fully capable of accom- 
plishing it. But the most efficient industry on earth cannot 
do its best when unsound and arbitrary controls hold it back

tain might mix up the highway markers or one. might make an in- 
nocent mistake, as the party of entertainers did who took the road 
for Frankfurt-on-Oder, instead of coming back to Frankfurt-On-Main, 
and were detained for six days. 


Then one could go by train, but this meant a sleeper jump about 


the distance from New York to Washington and was not recom- 
mended. 


But Pan-American had a service with DC-4's which took only an 


hour and a half, a routine shuttle. 
Ninety minutes and you are at 


Templehof Airfield. 


The Pan-American DC-4 left at noon of a dark, moist day and 


just as she folded her wheels away a birdhke German blonde, lightly 
steadying herself with her hand against the seats on either side of 
the aisle, delivered a brief address in German paving to do with the 
refreshments, with the verboten against the 'pipes and cigars, and 
the receptacles tactfully concealed from open view in the pocket 
behind the seat ahead should we strike bumpy weather. She then 
spoke the same piece in casual Americanese English. 


She and her assistant, or partner, soon were shoving plates of 


roast beef and baked potatoes at the passengers and providing 
glasses of the pale watery wine that Henry Mencken, of Baltimore, 
has drooled so much about. 


The incongruities of this part of the world are endless. The ship 


was no more than half filled and though it seemed that most of the 
people were Germans, none had that hungry look and not many 
wanted food. 


In half an hour, we were beyond the Iron Curtain and I was 


faintly aware of an indescribable 'uneasiness. Flying over the moun- 
tains or the great salt waters one may doze or read. My thoughts 
have a nasty habit of returning to old news stories of engines that 
whipped off into space. Yet in such mishaps it is all over, whereas 
if this plane came down now, ones troubles might just be beginning 
Only the other day the Russians put the proposition that American 
reporters were in the nature of their work spies, subject to the stand- 
ard penalties. 


I am no spy and I am little less skeptical of our State Depart- 


ment than the Kremlin is in view of the Hiss case and Joe McCarthy's 
disclosures, which are damned spots that will out, notwithstanding- the 
strange efforts of the New York Times and Herald Tribune, China 
Boy Luce and H. S. Truman to discredit them. 


The engines thrummed confidently, however, and when we were 


halfway there and the clouds had thinned away to drifting wraiths, 
German villages and farms came into view and a factory with tall 
red stacks. 


Otto Kiehl, of South Miami, our pilot, who by some arrange- 


ment is committed to a three-year hitch in this traffic, invited me 
to listen to a direct approach by radar from a tower at Tempelhof 
The voice came in faint and scratchy at first, but as the distance 
narrrowed it grew clear and firm. 


There was a big railroad yard on the left. Not long before we 


had passed over some Russian jet fields. The airlane to Berlin is 
20 miles wide and the Russians strangely have resisted all tempta- 
tion to let fly with anti-aircraft fire on our. passenger ships. Mr. 
Kiehl often flies the course three times in a day. His co-pilot was 
Arthur Moen, of San Francisco. 


I took Kiehl's seat and bumped some levels with the metal brace 


on my trick knee, half expecting this to turn us upside down

T. D. F. says, "I have read a 


great deal of the dangers of tak- 
ing sleeping pills and have won- 
dered if this applies to the type 
that may be bought at any drug 
store without a prescription. 


"One of these is advertised as 


containing no narcotics or barbi- 
tal. Do they affect the breathing 
centers of the brain and would it 
be dangerous for a person with 
one lung to take them 
occasion- 
ally?" 


As Mr. F. points out, the dan- 


ger of taking sleeping pills has 
been generally recognized. 


As a result, most states now 


have laws which prohibit drug 
stores from selling sleeping pills 
containing barbiturates, except on 
a doctor's prescription. 


This is for the protection of the 


public and in order to avoid some 
of the dangerous effects of tak- 
ing such pills in too large quan- 
tities, or too often. 


To answer the question specifi- 


cally, I should be doubtful that 
any pill which 
really 
induced 


sleep would be entirely 
safe to 


take, except under direction. 


Without knowing the particular 


drug or drugs included in the pill, 
it would be hard to know whether 
it would affect the brain or would 
be dangerous for a person with 
one lung. 


By all odds, drugs containing 


barbiturates are the most com- 
monly used for sleeping purposes. 
These are various combinations of 
chemical substances, called barbi- 
turic acid. The barbiturates can 
cause acute poisoning. 


A group of 13 hospitals, for ex- 


ample, collected 643 cases of poi- 
soning by these drugs. These pa- 


tients had taken large overdoses 
and were sick enough to have to 
go to a hospital. 


Doubtless t h e r e were many 


others who had taken a little too 
much and had merely been slight- 
ly sick or overslept. 


Some people are especially sen- 


tive to the 
barbiturate drugs. 


Such persons can get reactions 
from only small quantities. 


Some people become addicted to 


barbiturates, that is. they develop 
a habit and liking which is diffi- 
cult to throw off and, of course, 
may produce harm if it is not. 


How Habit Develops 


Most people who develop the 


barbiturate habit do so because 
they have been using the pills for 
sleeplessness, 
takes several 


The habit usually 
months or 
even 


years to become established. 


Occasionally scmeone has trou- 


ble stopping even if they 
have 


used sleeping tablets for less than 


month. 
Those who are in the habit of 
kins: a sleeping drug find they 


have to take larger and larger 
quantities and that even then the 
results are less and less success- 
ful.

"In one of our regular afternoon 


games," writes a New York cor- 
respondent, "one of ' the players 
put down an initial meld consist- 
ing of K-K-K-2 and 4-4-2. She 
then discarded, whereupon every- 
body pointed out that her meld 
counted only 80 points instead of 
the 90 points that she actually 
needed. 


"The next player asked: 'Do 


you have another deuce in your 
hand?' The melder looked at her 
hand and said: 'Maybe I have a 
deuce and maybe I don't.' She 
then picked up the cards that she 
had melded and announced that 
she had made an insufficient meld. 


"The penalty was that shi or 


her partner would have to meld 
100 points (instead of only 90) as 
an initial meld in that hand. 


"This caused quite a fuss. It 


was clear that she did actually 
have another deuce in her hand, 
so that she could have made her 
meld sufficient by adding that 
deuce to the kings or to the fours. 


"She claimed she had .the right 


to pick up the cards instead of 
making the meld sufficient. The 
opponents claimed that she was 
supposed to make the meld suf- 
ficient if she possibly could. 


"Who is right?" 
The lady was perfectly within 


her rights in picking up the cards. 


The laws very clearly state that a 
player in this situation "may cor- 
rect the irregularity by melding 
additional cards from his hand" 
or "may return to his hand the 
cards put down in error." 


When this law was written, we 


very carefully used the word 
"may" 
rather than the word 


"must." We wanted to allow a 
choice in this situation. 


It is quite true that the offender 


sometimes gains an advantage by 
putting down an insufficient meld 
and then ^picking up the cards. 
Her partner knows just what to 
save for use later on. But some- 
times the insufficient meld puts 
the offender at a great disad- 
vantage. The penalty of having 
to meld an additional 10 points 
may be a severe handicap. 


The laws commission assumed 


that honest players would very 
seldom make this kind of mistake 


certainly n e v e r deliberately. 


The purpose of the law, therefore, 
is to correct the error without 
undue severity. Hence the of- 
fender is allowed to choose freely 
whether or not to make the meld 
sufficient.
